T e n years ago Einstein’s theory of relativity burst upon a 
wondering world. 
For some inscrutable reason the general run 
of mankind, though never having displayed the slightest concern 
in comparatively simple mathematics, such as calculus or quan- 
lums, took a stupendous interest in the work of this mathemati- 
eian-physicist. Perhaps it was because the word went around that 
only five—or 12 or seven—other men in the world could under­ 
stand the mathematics upon which his work was based. Even the 
so-called average man rose to that challenge, and 3,775 books were 
written in an attempt to explain to him what was meant by tht 
three small pages of abstruse calculations which shdok scientific 
citadels to their foundations. 
Whether mankind knows what the Einstein “theory” is car. 
hardly be determined, though practicing astronomers have teste 
it, and it “proves.” But now Einstein has submitted some more 
calculations, upon which he has been working for the last IO years 
There are five pages this time. They are said to be as revolution 
ary as the others. “The purpose of this work,” says the author 
“is to unite the laws of the field of gravitation and electromag 
iietism under a uniform viewpoint.” Obviously, more relativity 
The mathematics, it is presumed, can be understood by five—o 
12 or seven—men in the world. 
It remains to be seen whethe 
the general run of humanity will rise and try to shine a seeorn 
time. We didn’t do so well on the other occasion and a simple tai 
ciliation should demonstrate that it will take 5,000-odd books ti 
expound this latest development, Such is relativity.— Philadelphii 
Public Ledger.

lf It is well-rotted when it l< applied 
in the spring. 
At leas* five big loads 
of m an ure should bo put on every 
qnarter-acre of garden each fall. Well- 
rotted m anure can be harrow ed Into 
th e top soil In the spring, but strawy, 
fresh m an ure should be turned under 
in the fall and given time to decay be­ 
fore planting begins the nex t spring.”
